Mr. E. ¢. Peters, Chairman ‘of the, 
Tientsin General Chamber of Commerce, 
in the course of his address atehe annual 
mecting of the Chamber last week, denit 
at length with the repudiation, last 
autumn, by dealers and Tsaus, of- forward 
285,000 piculs | 
swere contracted for, 148,800 hy foreign 
firms, 100,000 by Japanese and 43,000 by 
local mills, at prices ranging between -Tls. 
‘az and Tis, 88 a picul. Shortly after the 
earthquake in Japan,. Japanese hogan 
buying frantically ’te replace destroyed 
goods, especially for quilts and clothing. 
This, and the bad crop reports in 
America, drove the prices up to Ths, 45. 
“This temptation,” deckived the Chair- 
man, “ was too much for the greed of 
the unscrupulous dealers and Tsans, Cot- 
ton destined for foreign firms, who had, 
in good faith, -bought and sold, was 
diverted ‘to Japanese ‘hayers.” During 
Oetoher the Committee of the: Chamber 
approached the Consular bedy, asking 
them to bring the seriousness of the mat- 
ter to the attention of the Civil Governor,
